He said MacArthur's dismissal 


would not directly affect his peace 
treaty negotiations. But, he added 
in response to a question, the 
Japanese people are now afraid 
and unless they get a peace treaty 
soon "they will accept the keys 
to their jail — perhaps from 
Russia." 


Dulles said Japan is Russia's 


"primary goal" in the Far East. 
He called the invasion of South 
Korea part-of a Russian plan to 
dominate Japan.

une 8. 
The president was reported en 
oute to Africa following the mili- 
ary coup. 


The elections were carried out in 
n atmosphere of unrest in this 
in-producing country. Paz Estens- 
oro is the leader of the nation's 
tin miners. 


Issue- Manifesto 


The military junta issued a 


manifesto saying: "This is not 
another coup like so many others 
n our history, designed to create 
i dictator or support a party in 
lower." 


The manifesto said no question 


vas involved of "treason to the

when Hitler came into power. He 
was regarded a Jew by the-Nazis 
because his famous 'predecessor 
had been a Hebrew before he was 
converted to the Christian (Lu- 
theran) faith. 


He fled to England in 1933, then 


to the United States to stay four 
years later.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Here's Proper Way to Score 


VOICE of the 


PEOPLE 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


I have recently had several ques- 
ions on the same point from read- 
rs in different parts of the coun- 
ry. Here is the most typical of 
hese questions, trom a reader in 
Wichita, Kansas: 


'Our opponents had a mixed 


canasta made up of four queens 
and three deuces. They also had 
all four red threes. We went out, 
catching 
them 
with unmelded 


cards that totalled 150 points. 


"First they xvanted to offset 


their unmelded cards by throwing 
away their canasta. However, the 
cards in the canasta counted to 
only 100 points. Therefore they 
had to use a red three. They then 
decided to keep the canasta and 
use two of the red threes. 


-Were they entitled to do this? 


What should their score be for the 
hand?" 


It is a custom for players to use 


their melded cards to balance the 
loss of their unmelded cards. This 
Is not legally necessary; it is just 
done to make the counting easier. 


When you do use the card* in a 


canasta for this purpose, you do 
not lose the canasta bonus. If you 
break up four red threes, you »till 
get the full bonus of 800 point* 
for. the red threes. 


Let us count up the hand In 


question and see what the correct 
score is. 


The opponents of my correspon- 


dent were entitled to 800 points 
for their canasta. They should have 
written 1100 points down on their 
scorcpad as the first part of their 
score on that hand. 


Only after writing down thai 


bonus score should they count 
melded or unmelded cards. Re- 
member that If this point puzzles 
you; 
Count your base «cor« first, 


before even looking at the points 
for melded cards or for the cards 
still in your hand. 


Those opponents should next 


total their .unmelded cards (150 
points) and compare it with the 
100 points for the melded four 
queen and three deuce. The net 
total is minus 50 points. Hence 
they write down minus 50 points 
as the second part of their score 
on that hand. 


Their full score for the hand 


would be 1050 points. That is the 
net value of plus 1100 and minus 
50 points. 


In any card game it's wise to 


know just what you can get away 
with. Plenty of Canasta games 
have been lost because players 
didn't know their rules. You'll

All our war plans and military 


strategy—every fact we know or 
think we know concerning the 
enemies' war plans and military 
strategy, have been printed for all 
to see. 


Whatever the results of this 


"great debate" may be. whether 
in MacArthur's favor or Truman's. 
Whichever policy wins out, Mos- 
cow and Pieping will know as 
soon as we do. The Kremlin will 
have 
a 
comprehensive report, 


which we are providing them; of 
what we know and what we don't 
know, of what we intend to do 
or not do, and they can use this 
information to their own advan- 
tage. 


If only Russia would return the 


courtesy and let us know what 
she Intends to do in the future 
we could end this debate, based 
upon individual conjectures about 
what Russia's action might be 
under certain circumstances. 


If only Stalin, Molotov, and the 


Politburo would hold a great pub- 
lic debate on Soviet strategy and 
high policy—with stenographic re- 
ports (only 
slightly 
.censored) 


every hour on the hour at 12 cents 
a page—how nice it would be for 
us. It would solve all our problems 
on future military strategy, point 
out for us whose foreign policy 
would be best, MacArthur's or 
Truman's, and 
would 
let 
our 


senators get to work on a few 
other important national problems. 
But I'm afraid we can't hope for 
such a thing from Russia. 
Only 


United States could be so fool- 
mrdy andMmpulsive. 


The senate committee's 
ques- 


tions have gone so far afield of 
;he original problem that even the 
senators themselves (or some of 
them) are admitting that their 
questions are leading them into 
lelds that are vague, indefinite 
and purposeless: and that senate 
committees are not a high board 
of strategy and. are not competent 
to pass upon how to fight a war. 
Certainly the public is no better 
qualified than they, inspite of all 
that are trying to set themselves 
up as military experts. 


In my opinion, someone should 


demand a halt to these hearings. 
If anyone has the authority to. 
[f not, then the people that did 
the loudest squawking over Mac- 
Arthur's dismissal in the first 
place—and who were mainly re- 
sponsible for the whole affair— 
should do a little squawking now 
to bring an end to it 


Or perhaps MacArthur, him- 


self, could give another dramatic, 
tear-jerking speeches and cause 
the whole thing to fade away. 
Then things could be settled with 
dignity and intelligence, in secret, 
—as our national safety demands 
it should be—and as other coun- 
tries have sense enough to follow 
when settling their national dif- 
ferences concerning military ques- 
tions and tactics.

Oppose Bombing • 


Secretary of Defense Marshall, 


also a general and. a spokesman 
for the Truman administration, 
opposes the Manchurian bombing 
—at least now. So does Gen. 
Omar Bradley, chairman of the 
joint chiefs of staff. 
<9 Does either side know whether 
the bombing 'would 
bring 
in 


Russia? 
No. 
Both can only 


guess. MacArthur guesses no. 
Marshall guesses maybe. 


It's right there the biggest split 


comes. 
MacArthur would bomb 


and take what he thinks is the 
unlikely risk of a third world war. 
Marshall thinks the risk greater, 
and wouldn't bomb. 


It was MacArthur himself who 


the word risk. During his 


testimony before 
senate com- 


mittees, MacArthur said: "Every- 
thing that is involved in inter- 
national relationships .. . amounts 
to a gamble, risk. You have to 
take risks." 


Marshall Cautious 


Marshall told the senators: If 
. . . there were no danger what- 
ever of Soviet intervention, I 
would say that certainly the bomb- 
{jig . . . would start almost im- 
mediately." 


MacArthur argues that when 


you're In a fight, you ought to 
use all the strength you have 
to win and that when we don't 
bomb Manchuria we are fighting 
with one hand tied behind our 
back*. 


President Truman, though, 


pointed out to MacArthur, in a 
message to him on Jan. 13, that 
frying to win a fight is right but 
Sometimes other problems, be- 


sides winning that one fight, must 
be considered. 


The message from the president 


said in part: "Pending the buildup 
of our national strength we must 
act with great prudance in so far 
as extending the area of hostilities 
is considered. 


Not Beneficial 


"Steps which might themselves 


be Justified and which might lend 
some assistance to the campaign 
in Korea would not be beneficial 
if they thereby involved Japan or 
western Europe in large-scale hos- 
tilities . . . 


"In reaching a final decision 


about Korea, I shall have to give 
constant 'thought to the main 
threat from the Soviet Union' and 
to the need for rapid expansion 
of our armed forces to meet this 
great danger." 


Why does MacArthur doubt that 


Russia would be pulled into a 
world war if we bombed Man- 
churia ? 


(Russia has an agreement to 


come to China's assistance if she's 
attacked. So far no attack has 
been made on Chinese territory 
but only on the Chinese in Korea.) 


MacArthur 
was asked that 


question by senators. 


MacArthur* gave 
this 
reply, 


sharply briefed down here: 


Are Soviets Ready? 


He doesn't think Russia will be 


pulled into a war by anything 
that happens in Korea or Asia 
unless the Soviets are ready to go 
to war anyway and want to. He 
said he doesn't think Russia could 
wage "all-out" war in Asia very 
long.

Britain Joins 
U. S. in Call 
For Embargo 


By A. I. GOLDBERG 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Sir Glad- 


wyn Jebb, chief British delegate 
to the United Nations, has pledged 
that Britain will stand "whole- 
heartedly with the United States 
in the general struggle against 
Communist-inspired aggression." 


Jebb defended Britain's record in 


the Korean war and her trade 
policy, toward Red China in a 
speech before the New York City 
Bar association. 


"Wholeheartedly With US" 


Great Britain, he declared, "is 


wholeheartedly with the United 
States in the general struggle 
against Communist-inspired ag- 
gression. Everything we- can do, 
short of fatally weakening our 
main position, to assist the gen- 
eral effort, we shall do, even if 
that results, as it may well result, 
in some lowering of the standard 
of living in Great Britain itself, 
which has befti so laboriously built 
up since the war." 


He said that Britain early in the 


war halted exports of strategic 
materials to Communist China, 
particularly petroleum products, 
but not rubber. Now, he said, sub- 
ber shipments also are embargoed. 


The British diplomat predicted 


that the U. N. general assembly 
will adopt far-reaching embargo 
recommendations later this week. 
The 60-nation assembly political 
committee meets at 
Flushing 


Meadow tomorrow to open debate 
on the embargo plan, recommend- 
ed by a 12-nation sanctions com- 
mittee Monday. 


Join in Resolution 


Britain is joining the U. S., 


France, Australia and Venezuela 
in presenting the resolution. It 
calls for halting export of arms, 
ammunition, atomic energy mate- 
rials, petroleum and other war ma- 
terials to Red China. 


France has introduced an 


amendment which also would in- 
clude transport materials in the 
ban. 


Jebb told the bar association he 


had "often heard it alleged that 
we had subordinated our support 
for the United Nations to our own 
commercial interests in Hong 
Kong." 


"Nothing could be further from 


the truth," he declared. 


"In these days, we are deriving 


very little direct benefit 
from 


trade with China and it would be 
ludicrous to suggest that, when 
the whole existence of the West- 
ern world is at stake, we should 
give priority to such commercial 
interests."

WASHINGTON. (AP) — The 


Atomic Energy Commission says 
our groups of private companies 
will try to chart the way to the 
luper-modern 
dreamland—indus- 


rial use of atomic energy. 


If the plans work out, an AEC 


announcement last night indicated, 
one of the first industrial products 
of nuclear fission might be fer- 
tilizers. 


An AEC spokesman said use of 


the bursting atom to make in- 
dustry's wheels go round would 
add to the nation's atomic war 
>otential, for a by-product would 


be explosive atomic materials for 
weapons. 


But the announcement indicated 


the millenium of cheap industrial 
power from the charged heart of 
the atom is still a good way down 
the street, not just around the 
corner. The AEC said contracts 
are being signed with four In- 
dustrial groups to make studies 
which will help decide if it is 
possible to put the atom to work 
on a paying, economic basis. Other 
questions to be answered 
are: 


How much work would be re- 
quired to design and construct the 
necessary plant, and could the 
work be carried out in the next 
few years?"

named by the AEC are: The Dow 
Chemical Co., of Midland, Mich. 
and the Detroit Edison Co., of 
Detroit; 
Commonwealth Edison

cisco; and Monsanto Chemical Co.

No Sedative*? 


One hundred and fifty years 


ago American men and women 
stoically endured operations with- 
out anesthesia because anesthetics 
hadn't been discovered or put in 
common \isc. 
Why didn't the 


Russians the British doctor men- 
tioned use sedatives ? Didn't they 
have any? Probably not. 


The truth is that pain, no matter 


its degree, sometimes is and some- 
times isn't controlled in terms of 
outward expression. Some people 
will break into tears if a sparrow 
falls two blocks away and others 
will bear up dry-eyed eveif if an 
elephant collapses on them. .Does 
it make any real difference if 
they keep on going? 


Doctor, it just ain't so that a 


Russian can take it on the chin 
better than an American or a 
Zulu or a Gook or a Gotim.
